Fatah, 
the 
largest 
Palestinian 
guerrilla 
organization, has ranged itself 
on the side of terrorism. This 
group, generally regarded as 
the most moderate in the 
resistance movement, now 
takes responsibility for the 
latest guerrilla raid into Isreal 
As they debate which course 
to take, the leaders of the 
P a l e s t i n e L i b e r a t i o n 
Organization, of which Fatah is 
a member, apparently believe 
they will get better terms for the 
Palestinians if they fight rather 
than do nothing. The attack in 
the Israeli town of Nahariya 
presumably was timed to 
coincide with President Nixon’s 
journey to Moscow and is in­ 
tended to pressure the two 
superpowers to invite the PLO 
to the Geneva peace conference. 
It is not likely to have that 
result where the Americans are 
concerned. Moreover, there is 
now danger a further escalation 
of terror could bring the whole 
Mideast diplomatic peace effort 
crashing. 
Anger 
is

derstandably at a high pitch in 
Israel. Some quarters are even 
calling for a massive retaliation 
that might include a temporary 
occupation of Lebanon.

Any extreme course of action 
could be disastrous. Among 
other things, it would put un­ 
bearable pressure on such 
moderate Arab leaders as 
President Sadat to come to 
Lebanon’s aid. This, in turn, 
would jeopardize the hard won 
cease-fire agreements and the 
negot i a ting a t m«sphere. 
Also disturbing is Sudan's 
handover to the PLO of eight 
Arab guerrillas who brutally 
murdered 
two 
American 
diplomats last year. This means 
virtual release of the men, thus 
violating President Nimeiry’s 
promise they would be severely 
punished. 
Washington made the right 
move in recalling its am ­ 
bassador from Khartoum and 
strongly denouncing the action. 
It is impossible to see how Arab 
leaders can further the cause of 
the Palestinians by giving in to 
pressure from the extremists 
and defying the very country 
that is doing most to help 
resolve the grievous conflicts 
facing all peoples of the Middle 
Last. 
Terror will only breed terror. 
Tallying the extraordinary 
diplomatic gains of recent 
months, we plead with all sides 
to give reason-not force-a 
chance to operate.

model of the “ bus of the future ”. - 
The sleek, soft-riding vehicle., 
sported huge panoramic win- 
dows, which were three-feet 
high and ran the entire length of 
the bus. Doors were plenty wide 
enough to enter comfortably. , 
And the floor was only 17 inches , 
above the curb, half as high as *•» 
in standard buses, making it 
'faster and easier to board as . 
well as less of a hassle for 
elderly and disabled people. 
According to riders, the trip 
was quiet and soft, a bit bum- . 
pier than even-railed commuter , 
trains but smooth enough to 
read newspapers and enjoy it. 
In addition to comfortable, 
upholstered seals, there was 
wall-to-wall carpeting. Not a 
bad way to go. 
Major companies submitted 
designs for the model, the first 
new bus design in this country in . 
more than 15 years. It took three 
years and $26 million to finance 
the project. 
For one year, the bus will be 


driven hard in the Arizona 
desert. And it will face the 
hazards of the big city, too. 
Identical models will be sent to 
New York, Miami, Seattle, and 
Kansas City this summer. The 
buses, which won’t cost much 
more than current models, 
probably won’t be ready for the 
boarding public until 1977. 
Hopes are that they will lure 
motorists away from their cars 
and cut down air pollution,

If by some rare stroke of 
fortune, you have signatures on 
various documents of all 56 
men who signed the Declara­ 
tion. proclaimed July 4. 1776, 
they could be worth anywhere 
from $25,000 to $75,000, “ de­ 
pending on quality,” Hamilton 
said 
“Any document with 1776 on 
it has added aura,” he said. 


The 
signature 
of 
Button 
Gwinnett of Georgia 
is ex­ 


tremely rare, “ possibly unat­ 
tainable,” Hamilton said. But if 
"by some stroke of good luck it 
were found, I’d estimate it at 
$15,000 to $25,000 .” 
Gwinnett apparently didn’t 
write many letters or other 
items requiring his signature. 
A letter from Robert Morris 


of Pennsylvania is far less 
valuable, “ around $100, but if 


dated 1776 about $500,” Hamil­ 
ton said. 
The signature of 
Thomas 


Lynch Jr. of South Carolina is 
extremely rare. Also hard to 
find are those of Lyman Hall of 
Georgia, Joseph Hewes and 
John 
Penn, 
both 
of 
North 
Carolina. 


George Washington did not 


sign the Declaration, although 
he was eligible. John Adams 
and Thomas Jefferson, later to 
be 
the 
second 
and 
third 


presidents, did sign. 


Hamilton, at 60, has been 


researching autographs since 
his childhood—“ I 
wrote 
my 


first article on the subject when 
I was 12,” he said. His firm, 
based in New York, is in its 
25th year. 


It is interesting to note that 


“ Independence forever" were 
the last words of John Adams. 
He and Thomas Jefferson died 
on the same day, July 4, 1826 


In eulogy to the two, Daniel. 


Webster said: “ It is my living 
sentiment, and by the blessing 
of God it shall be my enduring 
sentiment — independence now 
and independence forever.”
